With    the  exception  of  the  few  entries  preceeded 
by  N.e,   all    material  has  been  personally  examined. 

'A  star  preceeding  an  article  indicates  that  it  is  illustrated. 

The  majority  of  the  periodical  articles  are  descriptions  of 
trips  through  the  Yosemite  and  the  big  tree  groves.  Brief  annota- 
tions have  been  made  when  the  article  contains  anything  particular- 
ly noteworthy,  or  when  the  titie  does  not  indicate  the  style  of 
article. 

The  form  of  reference  to  periodicals  and  books  of  more  than 
one  volume, is  that  used  in  Poole's  index  to  periodical  literature, 
voluaie  and  page  numberr,  being  separated  by  a  colon;  e.g.  10:355-58 
means  volune  10,  pages  355  to  353  inclusive. 

The  only  abbreviations  are  tho'se  in  common  use  and  will  probably^ 
be  understood  by  all,  with  the  exception  of  the  abbreviations  for 
public  document  material,  a  list  of  which  is  given  at  the  head  of 
that  section.
